In order to over- 
come this av heavy cribbing has been 
erected under the east span.

will take the weight of the bridge 
and prevent distortion caused by the 
un-natural distribution 
of 
stress. 


The piers under the

will care for the undue stress which 
resulted when the abutment went 
out and the bridge dropped down.

Reliable seedmerr and seed stores 
offer unmixed seeds of these grasses 
which can be purchased pure and 
mked at home or by the dealer 
This mixture should be used at the 
rate of about one-half ounce per 
square yard for new lawns and one- 
fourth ounce tor reseedlns old lawns. 
The seed should be spread evenly 
and carefully and raked Into the top 
soil -very lightly."
